THe HOUSE COMMITTEES. 
HEART BURNINGS. 
Spectal Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune, 
Wasuineton, D. C., Dec. 20.—No Republican 
Speaker has ever succeeded in stirring up half 
as much tumult over committees as Mr. Kerr. 
The Republicans are more than satisfied, and 
bave every reason for congratulation. Counting 


mittees aod on the floor, they are fully equal, 
and in most cases decidedly stronger than the 
Democrats on each of the i rtant commit- 
toes,—Ways and Means, 2 Bank- 
ing and Ourrevcy, and Judiciary. The selection 
of Morrison, of Illinois, is exceedingly distaste- 
fal, although he is an excellent man; bat 
although he has been a member of severgl Con- 
gressos there ere some old members who did 
not even know him by sight, and there wore 
only three or four in the reporters’ gallery who 
could point him out. Cox and Fernando Wood 
are both very angry, snd denounce the Speaker 


} ma. barsh and unmeasured terms. The Commit- 


tee is decidedly bard money, and at the same 
time on the question of tariff in favor of a tariff 
for revenue. 

THE BANKING AND CURRENCY COMMITTEE 
is also strongly against inflation, and is probably 
in tavor of hard money. 

The Pacific Railroad Committee could not have 
been selected so as to be stronger in favor of 
the Texas Pacific. and many Democrats 
declare with em is that it must have 
been understood that it should be thus consti- 
tuted. This curious feature is occasioning much 
remark, in view of the vote of the House on 
Holman's anti-subsidy resolution. 

The selection of Proctor Knott as head of the 
Judiciary Committee is criticised severely, and 
many Democrats say it brings the whole busi- 
ness of Speakers pamiog committees into ridi- 
cule. If Mark Twain. or Artemus Ward, or 
Petroleum V. Nasby had been announced in- 
stead, there would have been no more evidence 
of unfitness of selection. Mr. Knott's friends 
declare that he is a very able lawyer, but 
the fact remains that he will never take 
the floor, even on the gravest and 
most important legal questions, that the House 
wiil not break out in general snicker expecting, 
of course, a line of remark and joke worthy of 
acomic almanac. It does not make the matter 
better to reflect that Sayler, of Ohio, and sev- 
eral very prominent Eastern lawyers were con- 
sidered and dropped in to counterbalance Knott. 
because it was deemed policy to give this Com- 
mittee to the South in view of the reconstruc- 
tion measures it had suffered heretofore at the 
hands of this Committee. Northern Democrats 
are sore, also, over the fact that the Speaker 
has seen fit to give the South more Chair- 
men, and, omitting the Ways and Means and 
Appropriations, more important committees than 
the North, the South having twenty-four Chair- 
men aod the North twenty-one, and of the im- 
portant committees, the South has thirteen and 
the north twelve. Alexander Stephens was as- 
signed a Chairmanship. although he has not yet 
been sworn in as a member of the House, 

THE PENNSYLVANIANS VERY MAD. 

The Penosylvanians have been in consultation 
to-night, and the result promises heavy wrath in 
the House. They say that, as they are one- 
tenth of the House, they are entitled to be repre- 
sented on every important committee, but that 
ten are on no committee of consequence, and 
are without a committee-room even, and 
that nine prominent Committees have no 
Pennsylvanians on them, aad further, that Re- 
publieans from that State are well provided for. 
They talk loudly to-night of holding a formal 
meeting to repudiate the entire arrangement. 

OTHER COMMITTEES. 

The Committee on Military Affairs is a strong 
one. ,There are three Union officers of promi- 
nence on it—Banning, Chairman ; Gen. Will- 
james, who commanded the Twentieth Corps; 
and Gen. Huribut, of IIlinois. There are two 
Confederate Generals—Terry, of Virginia, and 
Cooke, of Georgia. 

The Democratic part of the Committee on 
District of Columbia is regarded as weak, ex- 
cept the Chairman, and with the exception of 
Seelye, of Maesachusetis, the whole Committee 
on Indian Affairs is very poor and weak, and 
this fact excites much talk among Democrats. 

The Committee on Rules is exceedingly strong. 
That of Commerce is a medium body. 

All in all, the Democrats have mavy reasons 
te complain, and the enmities and personal an- 
tipatbies which have been aroused will not soon 
pass away. On the other hand, the Republicans 
are well satisfied, and the developments of the 
session are likely to be such as will bring their 
strength on the Committees into bolder prom- 
inence day by day. ; 

There was a meeting of the new Committee 
on Ways and Means to-day. The only member 
absent was Kelley. The Committee, directly at- 
ter the adjournment of the House, met and for- 
mally organized. They appointed a 
mittee to distribute the President’s message to 
the Gommittees of the House. Wood, Hancock, 
and Garfield constitute that Committee. Fer- 
nando Wood indicates his intention to work in 
harmony with the Committee, and was the first 
to suggest to the Chairman the meeting to-day.

THE ERIE RAILWAY. 

Lonpow, Dec. 17.—The Hurst and Watkins 
Committee of the Erie bondholders in England 
propose the following scheme to be carried out, 
under foreclosure, by a Committee of which 
Gov. Tilden is to be invited to take the Chair- 
manship : 

The plan proposes to give the bondholders the 
voting power until the position of the under- 
taking is retrieved and the reduction of the 
fixed liabilities to a level with the net revenue 
by reducing onerous rent charges, and also by 
reducing the engagements of interest on Erie 
first and second mortgage bonds, as follows: 

Holders of the first mortgage bonds and of 
the sterling 6 per cent bonds sball receive mort- 
gage bonds of the same class for interest at the 
present rates to March 1, 1876; thereafter until 
1880 the interest shall be payable in gold at 6 


per cent, and after that time at 7 per cent ; but 
the Company shall be entitled to redeem prior 
to 1880 at 105 for Erie second mortgage, in- 
cluding the convertible gold bonds. 

Two classes of gold sterling mortgage bonds, 
running ninety years, are to be substituted; the 
first for 60 per cent of the principal, carrying 
interest at 6 per cent, and payable in bonds of 
the same class from the dates of default until 
March 1877, and thereafter in gold; the second 
for 40 per cent of the principal, carrving 4 per 


gs until 1881, and thereafter 5 percent. The 
dividend on the preferred stock is to be reduced 
to 6 percent; assessments are to be levied at 
the rate of $3 in the $100 on the preferred stock, 
and #6 in the $100 on the ordinary stock; share- 
holders receiving for the amounts thus paid 
third-mortgage bonds, to bear 5 per cent inter- 
est, payable only from pet earpings, and also 
shares in the reconstructed company.

DR. HELMER’S RESIGNATION.

Mr. Helmer has accepted a call to the 
Prospect Avenue (Brooklyn) Church. at an an- 
nual salary of $7,000, of which mention has here- 
tofore been made in the Tripune. 

Thirteen churehes of Obicago and vicinity 
were represented by their pastors and delegates 
in the Council. Ihe Rev. Dr. William Alvin 
Bartlett was chosen Moderator, and G. B. P. 
Savage Scribe. 

Deacon C. H. Stoughton read Mr. Helmer’s 
letter of resigaation, and the action of the 
church in accepting it, and the resolution taken 
in regard thereto, and its further action in hay- 
ing called this Council. The Rev. Dr. William 
Alvin Bartlett, the Rev. Dr. E. M. Packard, and 
the Rey. Dr. E. P. Goodwin were chosen a Com- 
mittee Resolutions. They reported as fol- 
lows : 


This Council, having listened to papers and state- 
ments from the Union Park Congregational Church 
with reference to the resignation of their pastor, the 
Rev. C. D. Helmer, agree in the following result: 

Wuereas, Our beloved brother, C. D. Helmer, 
senior-pastor of our Congregational circle, though 
resident only nine years in Chicago, is compelled by 
the state of his to change his field of labor, and 
his resignation has been accepted; therefore, 

Resolved, That this Council concur in the action of 
the church; and extend to them our hearty sympathy 
in their great loss, and supphicate for them the Divine 
guidance in eecuring a man to them in the im- 
portant Christian enterprises of this favored locality. 

Resolwed. That we part from Brother Helmer with 
unfeigned regret, recognizing in him, after years of 
familiar Christian intercourse, a true and genial 
friend, a painstaking and devout student, an eloquent 
and convincing teacber, a brother in whom Christian 
gifts and graces are tempered with a rare discretion 
and gentleness, and a well-approved and fruitful min- 
ister of Christ. 


1 Resotved, That we follow him in his new work with 


our Christian ova aud with our prayers for his 
speedy and complete restoration to health, and for his 
still more eminent usel ulnese in his Master's service. 

The resolutions evoked full and friendly dis- 
cussion, and high encomiums were conferred on 
the gentleman by all the ministers present. 

The Congregational Church has been peculiar- 
ly fortunate during the past few years, and the 
parting with Dr. Helmer severs a very strong 
tie of affection which has grown up for bim. 
He and the Rev. Dr. Bartlett were seminary aud 
college classmates, and both are the most imti- 
mate friends. The Rev. Dr. Bartlett made a 
most eloquent speech laudatory of his faithful 
co-worker in Christ. He cited him as a man of 
fairness, candor, and manliness, thorough 
scholar and able preacher. Yesterday just nive 
years ago, the Rev. Mr. Helmer was installed 
pastor of the congregation with which he has 
been connected ever since, and has been 80 
laigely instrumental in bringing to success.

located the fire at Niles Centre, about 13 
miles north of the city. After leaying the din of 
the city behind the r feet of a fleet team, 
the chase after the fire resolved itself mto a sort 
of will-o-the-wisp gambol. The farther one 
went, the farther one might go, and although 
the road was due northwest, the direction of the 
fire still seemed directiy north, so great was its 
distance by that time, Reaching Niles Centre, 
a thorough description of the location of 
the fire was gained froma German 
citizen, somewhat more intellectual that the 
others resident in that portion of the country. 
Five miles farther north was bis discourace- 
ing reply to the reporter’s mild question. Hay- 
ing gone so far, it was foolishness to turn back, 
and besides away ahead was the light looming 
up as brightly as before, telling many a sad 
story of ruthless destruction. After a brisk 
drive of some 4 miles, am elevation was reached 
which showed the fieldof flame. The flame had 
apparently caught in some hay-mows, whose 
remains were seen about a quarter of a mile 
distant, beiug rapidly blown away in every direc- 
tion. The swamp in which it originated is lo- 
cated in the Town of Northfield, about 16 miles 
northwest of this city, It forms the source of 
several small streams that converge to form the 
siuggish North Branch of the Chicago River, and 
during wet weather, such as was experienced 
durmg the latter portion ofthe summer, it be- 
comes as thoroughly impassable as a veritable 
Dismal Swamp. In exteat it reaches over some 
thousands of acres, rendering almost useless an 
immense tract of land west of the more popu- 
lous towns along the Northwestefo railroad. 
During the summer months it is covered with a 
dense growth of heavy grass, which, in patches 
here and there and along the edges, is found 
sufliciently fine and rich for haying purposes. 
The farmers for miles arowund annually mow 
down tons of it, piling it in mows along the 
roadways. During the present year, a farmer 
residing but a short distance from it, estimates 
that at least 2,000 tons were cut from it all of 
which was destroyed by the blaze of last night. 

Owing to the lateness of the hour, and the 
distance to which the fire had already spread, no 
attempt could be made to sum up the loss or 
chronicte the disaster. There was a terrific gale 
blowing from the south, under which the fire 
sped northward with a speed second only to that 
of light or the wind itself. Of course there 
must have been numerous farms and houses in 
its path after jumping from the swamp, but how 
far it had reached, or what horrible destruction 
it had caused, were equally impossible to ascer- 
tain. Far as the ey@cou!d reach was a vast sea 
of fire, sweeping with a wide swath in direct line 
towards the north. 

At 1 o'clock this morning it was still glaring 
in the sky as brightly as ever, with the exception 
that it seemed farther removed. With the diree- 
tion of the wind and the magnitude of the start, 
it is utterly impossible to predict the cunse- 
quences, Ove thing is certain, had the wind 
been in a westerty direction, all the thriving 
towns north of Evanston would have been eu- 
veloped in a terrific holocaust. Even as it is, 
there is no doubt but that some small villages 
have failen in its path. 

An alarm at 12 o'clock, from Box No. 35, was 
caused by a fire in a barn in the rear of No. 551 
State street, owned by John F. Latshaw 
and rented by John O'Neill. The less on tie 
barn was about $400, and on harness and stock 
$100. There was a full insurance. 


Au alarm from Box No. 563 was struck at 
6:50 p.m. The fire was in a two and a half 
story building, No. 160 Milwaukee avenue, owned 
by Fred Bols, and occupied by Groeskof® 4 Bat- 
terman as a saloon and boarding-house, The 
firé was caused by a stovepipe falling down upon 
a heap of cotton rags. Loss, $50. 


IN ARKANSAS. 

Litriz Rook, Dec. 20.—The Gazetie Block was 
burned this morning about 6 o'clock. It was a 
three-story brick, 50 feet front by 100 feet deep. 
The fire caught in the rear part of Fred Haas’ 
cigar and liquor store, ad joining the Gazelle of- 
fice. Mr. Haas, on entering his store, before 


daylight, struck a match with the intention of 
lighting the gas. The match broke in two, and 
the lighted part fell om the floor, igniting a lot 
of spirits which bad run out of a barrel on the 
floor during the night, and from that the flames 
spread until the whole building was on fire. 
Haas’ loss is estimated at $11,000 ; insurance, 
$4,800 on stock and 81. 200 on fixtures in the Liv- 
erpool, London & Globe Company. The loss 
of the proprietor of the Gazelle, W. E. Wood- 
ruff, is placed at $46,000. Insurance; $18,000, 
as follows: Queen's Ingurance Company, 
62.500; Franklin Insurance Company, #2,500 ;

Now, is would not look so much like im- 
pudence if Prof. Proctor did not cali ail this 
guess-work, eonjecture, hypothesis, doubt, and 
P he did not call it Science.

as the latest and most approved Science, —as if 
Science were in the habit of dealing in con- 
jectuie, doubt, uncertainty, and the vagaries of 
a disordered brain. He tells of a certain Ger- 
man savant who had computed that the cooli 
process of the earth alove had required a —. 
of time exceeding 320,000,000 of years. And he 
thinks that the epoch during which it was 
“struggling” with its glowing gaseous sac was

Uoder this head the usual variety of bills were 
presented. aggregstiog a large amount. Among 
other bills was one of the Copmty- Attorney for 
$129 for expenses in attending the Supreme 
Court. 

The semi-annual reporte of the County Clerk, 
Cirenit Court Clerk, Recorder, and Sheriff were 
reported from the Finance Committee and ap- 
proved, all of which have been publisbed.

INSURANCE. 


The New York State Insurance Com- 
missionership---Amalgamating 
Life Companies. 


‘| ‘The National Board vs. Local Boards-- 
Disposition to Concede Rates. 


The New York City Board—Present Rates 
in New York—~Placing Out- 
side Risks,

New Yoru, Dec. 16.—A great deal of interest 
is being manifested by the insurance-fraternity, 
just now, in the prospective chauge in the office 
of State Insurance Commissioner. Ihe place 
is now held by Orlow W. Chapman, who has 
most worthily filled it; but Mr. Chapman is a 
Republican, and Gov. Tilden is a Democrat. 


' However, the State Senate, which must confirm 
the appointment, is Republican ; 


| and a state- 
ment bas been published, that the Senators have 
entered into an arrangement not to allow the 
Governor to remove any Republican office-hold- 
er: in which event Mr. Chapman may be retained, 
although it is announced by his immediate 
friends that he will not consent to hold the 
Office for another term. During his incumbency, 
he has made it very hot for any weak companies 
to do business in the State; and his course is 
very generally approved by the trateruity. 
Many names are suggested as his snecessor ; 
but, until it is fairly determined whether the 
Governor can effect a change, it is idle to speca- 
late upon probabilities. This is a fact, however: 
that, in all previous appointments to the office, 
notwithstanding its expenses and emoluments 
were all paid by the Companies in the State. in- 
gurance-men have had actually no voice what- 
ever in selecting or recommending the success- 
ful candidates for the position. Purely political 
considerations have governed the appointment 


every time. 
AMALGAMATING LIFE COMPANIES. 

There are rumors of the impending consolids- 
tion of several of our Life-Insurance Compan- 
ies,—some of them of high standing and con- 
siderable prominence in the past. It is known 
that the United States Life has been negotiating 
with the New York Life, and also with the New 
Jersey Life, for reinsuring its business and re- 
tiring from the field, for some weeks past; but 
no bargain has yet been closed with either of 
them. The names of two leading Uompanies. 
way up inthe millions, are also mentioned ag 
likely to join forces and amalgamate with the 
beginning of next year. There ought to be 
some stringent lay passed to prevent these 
off-hand consolidations or reinsurances mere- 
ly at the will of Presidents and Direct- 
ors; and a provision that, whenever 
& compaby's officers desire to reinsure, public 
notice be given to that effect, and proposals be 
invited to assume the risks. Then the final ne- 
gotiation should be ratijied by the Courts; 80 
that any policy-holder or other creditor of tte 
old Company, feeling himself aggrieved by tue 
proposed change, should have the right to go 
into Court and oppose it, In many cases here- 
tofore, gross irregularities bave been practiced, 
and the whole question of tranefer should be un- 
der the strictest legal supervision. 

HOW INDIVIDUALS ARE ENRICHED. 

In nearly ali these transactions, it transpires 
that somebody always receives a handsome bo- 
nus for secuf.ng the transfer of one Life Com- 

any to another. In one case, it appeared 
hat a fetiring President received the 
enormous sum of $150,000 for his services tn 
negotiating a transfer of this character. At 
firat glance, it ma} seem impossible that one 
Company can afford to reinsure the business of 
another (especially when that other is supposed 
to bo so pearly msolvent that it cannot longer 
afford to remain in business), and pay anything 
for it. Here comes in one of the tricks of the 
trade: A Company retiring bas risks on ite books 
anywhere from one to ten or fifteen years old; 
sud, in calculating the liabilities of a Company, 
the law predicates the amouut of the liability on 
each policy according to the length of 
time it has ruo,—assuming, very properly. 
that it costs more to carry an old policy 
than a new one. But, when the risk 
is reinsured. the new Company transforms it in- 
to a new risk, and bence the lability is much 
lessened, For example: the liability of the old 
Company may be $100; but the new Company, 
on the seme risk, ia charged only $530. ‘That is 
the legal aspect of the case, although the actual 
lability is identically the same. Now, if an old 
Company transfers ita life business on a basis of 
#100 for every five-year-old risk, and thé new 
Company is only charged with a lability of $50, 
it is easy for the latter to pay a bonus out of the 
difference. There is sometimes a slip in this ar- 
rangement. To carry it out successfully, 
the old policy-holders must be persuaded to 
surrender their policies in the old Com- 
pany, aod accept others in the 
new Company in their stead. When they 
all do this, the ability to paya large bonus is 
complete. To cover the margin of disaffected 
policy-bolders, a liberal discount is always made 
im arranging the bonus. You plainly see, how- 
ever, from these brief outlines, why it is to the 
interest of so many life-insurance officials to 
sell out and retire from the field. 

NATIONAL-BOARD AFFAIRS. 

The National Board of Underwriters continues 
to exercise the most rigid discipline and su- 
pervision over the affairs of fire-insurance com- 
panies throughout the country. Its power to 
carry out its own decrees is recognized every- 
where, save in the City of New York, of which 
more further on. It has its special agents, who are 
empowered, under writien instructions from the 
principal Companies, to enter any office in the 
United States, and examine the register of any 
ocal agent for evidences of infraction of rates. 

bey ean also order the admission of any agent 
into a Local Board, no matter h w offensive toa 
majority the applicant may be. There was lately 
a case of this kind in St. Louis, where two young 
men, named L. L. and Moses King, made ver- 
sistent application for many months for admis- 
sion to the Local „aud were as regularly 
rejected. At last the Executive Committee of 
the National Board took the matter in hand, and 
said the applicants must be admitted. Still the 
Local Board of St. Louis hesitated; but its 
members began to hear whisperings that, an 
less they voted as instructed, they would lose 
their Companies. So, after nine months of 
bickering, the King youths were admitted. All 
attempts to resist the National Board, on the 
part of local agents, have invariably ended in 
their discomfiture. 

DISPOSITION TO CONCEDE RATES. 

Two yearsof comparative treedom from se- 
verely-disastrous fires have made the Fire-In- 
surance Companies feel more or less pliaut in 

ard to rates, The statistics collected by the 
National Board show conclusively that vast im- 
provements have taken place, in every section of 
the country, in the facilities for discovering, 
preventing, and extinguishing fires. Chicago is 
rhaps the most prominent example ; 
ut it is generally conceded that the 
cities and towns of the United States 
have never been in such good condition to resist 
devastating fires as they are now. This im- 
provement bas been followed by a demand from 


every quarter for a reduction in rates, and it has 


been tosome extent conceded. Then, again, the 
enormous increase of the non- Board Companies, 
or rather their branching out into the agency 
business so extensively, has increased the com- 
petition immensely. e Board Companies have 
lost enormous amounts of good business; and. 
although the volume of premiums bas kept up 
remarkably well considering the dullness of the 
times, the loss of thousands of good risks has 
assisted to disincline the Companies to risk any 
further dimmation in that line by insistmg 
on high rates too stiffly. These several 
causes combined have stimulated a concession in 
rates in many localities, which will result in 
securing to the people sound insurance next 
veer oho mouth lena gate in the aggregate than 
during the present year. 
THE NEW YORK CITY LOCAL BOARD, 

The National Board has little or no control 
whatever over the New York City Board, aud fer

National Boards occurred last summer, 
when the Local Board expelled a member for 
violating rates, and asked bis Compan to re- 
move him. The Company replied ab when- 
ever the Local Board expelled its agent in ac- 
cordance with the rules of the National Board, 
he would be promptly removed; but, till then, 
they must be excused. The Local Board declin- 
ed to act, and the matter wae dropped. 
PRESENT RATES IN NEW YORK. 
There is undoubtedly an immense ameunt of 


secret as well as open violation of tariff-rates in 


this cily. It is so general that nobody 
seems o mind it; nobody seems to 
yma A it; and hardly anyboay. seems con- 
about it. Statements are freely made 
in rig and on the streets, connecting 
the names of the most prominent Companies, 
professed!y the most perfectly loyal, with 
moustrous infractions of rates; and everybody 
seems. to think they are true, The rule is, 
‘‘ everybody ie disloval bat myself; so every- 
body laugus and nobody cries. 
able instances are given. A Worth-street dry- 
goods stock, pla ed last year at $1.25, has been 
written this year at 50 cents. This is a promi- 
nent stock, carrying $250,000 insurance. An 
. ae hotel, on which the Board rate is over 

1. has been insured in good Companies (mem- 
bers of the Board) at 1 per cent met. A bonded 
warehouse risk, rated at 90 cents, has been 
accepted at 45. Much of this undereutting 
has been done in the form of rebates, 
division of commissions, and similar trickery. 
The effect has been a very general demo altiza- 
tion in rates; and, as one agent very tersely ex- 
presues it, the rate now is not what the risk is 
worth, but what the party in willing to pay. 

PLACING OUT-OF-TOWN RISKSs 

This city isthe great head centre, beyond all 
doubt, for placing insurance on outside or out- 
ef-town property at less than the local rates. 
Several firms have built up a yerv large and lu- 
crative business in filling orders for insurance 
on manufacturing establisnments and mercantile 
risks from distant and near-by localities. They 
invariably place those fines for less than the 
parties at home can insure them; and thus both 
parties make money. The National Board tned 
at first to prevent this by issuing a circular read- 
ing thus: 

Companies are notified that parties are seeking to 
place the following ineurance at less than taridf-rates, 
which are herewith appended:

These circulars — to be isaned sometimes a 
half-dozen per day, to head off the active 
brokers; but, after a while, a number of offices 
ceased to pay any attention to them, and then 
the brokers were happy. It is stated on most 
excellent authority that one large cotton mill, car- 
rying on its several buildings and warehouses, in 
New England, nearly $1,000,000 insurance, saves 
upwards of $2,000 per annum in premiums by 
allowing a tirm of brokers in Broads way to place 
ite meurence. 

MISCELLANEOUS ITEMS. 

The heaviest pew thing out in the Fire-Insur- 
ance live is the recent appointment of Mr. R. D. 
Alliger, of Alliger Dros., as Manager of the Im- 
perial and Northern Fire- Assurance Companies 
of England,—two very strong Companies, which 
will issue a joint policy, after the manner of the 
Underwriters’ Agency, only moreso. They will 
carry an enormous single liue, and it is estimated 
thatthe yearly receipis of the two Companies 
ought to be $1,500,000. This combination will 
command business everywhere. 

A prominent Fire-Insurance manager informed 
me, afew days ago, that nine-tenths of the 
profits made by many of the leading Companies 
during the past year had been made in the West, 
and the other tenth in New York City. He said 
the Companies which bad been most successful 
in the West were those which bad established 
Western Departments, managed by Western 
men who understood the field. This is go gen- 
erally understood that it is ramored that several 
prominent Companies contemplate, with the 
beginning of the new year, opening brauch- 
offices in Chicago for enlargiug ther Western 
business. 

The lowest-priced risk in this city is H. B. 
Claflin & Co.'s private warehouse, Noe. 35 and 
37 Worth street. It was built atrietly in 
accordance with the standard of aan A build- 
ing, and is simply an immense fire-proof vault, 
with afew opeuings to admit light. The net 
rate on this risk is about (wenty-seven cenis/ 
How is that for low ? 

People are wondering when the Equitable Life 
Building will be fivished, Its halls and passages 
are still high ways for plasterers, iron-workers, 
and carpenters; and one elevator ia constantly 
emploved in conveying materials and laborertz 
from cellar to roof, and vice versa.

THE FEE SYSTEM. 
To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune: 

Curcaco, Dec. 18.—By the thirteenth section 
of Art. X. of the Constitution of this State, it 
is provided that “every person who is elected or 
appointed to any ollice in this State, who shail be 
paid in whole or in part by fees, shail be re- 
quired by law to make a semi-anyual report, 
uuder oath, to some officer to be designatéd by 
law, of all his fees and emoluments.” 

Those who are at all acquainted with the. agi- 
tation which took place a few years ago in re- 
gard to the subject of fees and salaries of pub- 
lic officers, know that it was the design of the 
framers of the present Constitution to abolish 
the entire fee system as a system, and pay 
every public officer a fixed salary, and whoever 
collected any fees for any services should render 
an account of the same, so that the public 
should know exactly what they were paying out, 
and how much it was costing them to got their 
work performed. 

By a hocus-pocus which is well understood. 
the Clerks of the Supreme Court and reporter 
two of the most important officers in the State 


Sm ailed upon the Legislature to except them 


rom the provisions of the statute, when they 
fixed the saiaries of the other State officers. 

This was, of course, a fraud practiced upon 
the people and in direct violation of the spirit 
of the Constitution, for which there ia no excuse 
whatever which can be presented, and is without 
a shadow of justification ; and these two officers 
are to-day realizing fortunes out of the people, 
and there is nobody to call them to account. 

But that is not all. Look at the case of the 
Graio-Inspector of this State, ) was a short 
time ago removed from the office whieh he held, 
and who had levied tolis upon the people to the 
amount of thousands of dollars, and who, in 
administering that office, accumulated a small 
fortune, and to-day snaps his fingers in the face 
of the public, and refuses to render an account 
to any one, and without any one to call him to 
account. Why is it that tue Governor and 
Attorney-General sit supinely down and see 
these things, without making some effort to 
correct such abuses ? 

Again: look at the Justices of the Peace in 
this State, and especially in this city, who are, 
in some iostances, receiving fees which, in a 
single year, amount to as much as the salary of 
one of our Cabinet officers or Foreign Ministers 
without making a single report to any one; an 
yet it is the public who pay these fees, and who 
bave a right to know how much they recerve. 

Again: look at the vast army of officials which 
is being brought into existence by the Common 
Councils of our cities in all parts of the State, 
such as Fish Inspectors, Hay Inspectors, Oil 
Inspectors, Building lpspectors, Wood Iuspeot- 
ors, Grain Inspectors, Produce and Hen Inspect- 
ors, and Gas Inspectors, to say nothing of City 
Marshals, Superintendents, Health Ofticers, 
Weighers, Gaugers, and various other officers 
with variegated tities ; and see how the public is 
being plundered by a set of mon who are utterly 
useless, who do the public no good, but tax the 
people at every turn. 

In times hike these, when thousands of 
our business-men are being reduced to bank- 
ruptey, and when thousands are utterly unable 
to keep pace with their current expenses, or pay 
their taxes, would it not be well to take a gen- 
erul inventory of all of our expenses, and see 
where our money goes. A few days ago there 
retired from the office of Clerk of thé Superior 
Court, with bonor, a gentleman who was elected 
upon the Reform ticket.—which was headed 
with the motto: Put ey man on a salary,” — 
who accumulated a fortune in fees, without 80 
much as making a sign, at his departure, of 
amount which be received. and who charged thou- 
sands of dollars for cases that had been swept 
off the docket by the fire; and yet, because the 
names of the cages were preserved, collected 
term-fees term after term, when not aeuitor or 
attorney did a single thing about 28 or knew

Pending the settlement of 
the question, it may be presumed 
that Mr. Goopxtu will decline to enter upon 
the duties and draw the salary of the Mar- 
shalship, unless, indeed, the latter considera- 
tion is predominant and the good of the Po- 
lice Department a matter of secondary conse- 
quence in his estimation. 


Judge Wiri1ams, of the Circuit Court, ren- 
dered a decision yesterday which will be of 
considerable interest to money-borrowers and 
lenders, especially to banks. The Judgeheld 
that a bank could not, when it had taken 
usurious interest, be compelled to produce in 
evidence its own books showing such illegal 
transactions, unless the party who was en- 
titled to exact a forfeiture should waive 
it. If the opposite party could prove the 
usury without the books, he could compel 
the bank to lose all interest ; but, if he was 
indebted to the bank for the evidence, he 
must pay legal interest, and could only com- 
pel the forfeiture of the usurious portion. 
The decision would seem to favor wrong 
doing and illegal practices, but it is based on 
one of those broad rules of law which, 
though in special and isolated instances work 
injustice, in the main are beneficial, and 
must be upheld completely or not at all. 

THE HOUSE COMMITTEES. 

It is reported from Washington that there 
is serious dissatisfaction among the Demo- 
cratic Congressmen at the announcement of 
Mr. Kzun's Committees, which are given 
elsewhere in this morning's paper. This 
would probably have been the case in any 
event, is every Democratic member who 
failed to get the Chairmanship of the Ways 
and Means Committee was sure to regard 
Mr. Kerr’s selection as ill-advised. We are 
inclined, however, to think that Mr. Kun 
did as well as could be expected with the ma- 
terial he had to work up. In making Mr. 
Morrison, of this State, Chairman of the 
Committee on Ways and Means, Mr. Kenrz 
not only rewarded the man who was most ef- 
ficient in securing his election as Speaker, 
but he also selected one of the ablest and 
most trustworthy members on the Democrat- 
ic side. Frernaxnpo Woop has the second 
place on this Committee, which is regarded as 
equivalent to a Chairmanship, but it is 
said that he is affronted and will 
decline all Committee work. The pub- 
lic will not take it to heart if he 
does. The Republicans on this important 
Committee are Buarxe, Gar, Bunch, 
and Keiury,—all able men. KELLEY was en- 
titled to this much distinction as Father of 
the House.” Mr. Ganrizitp might better 
have been left on the Appropriation Commit- 
tee, of which he was long time Chairman; 
but there was probably a fear that he would 
make it too warm for the Democrats on 
that Committee with his special information 
in this line. The best thing about the Ap- 
propriation Committee is that Mr. Hormawn 
(who has always watched this branch of leg- 
islation with pertinacious faithfulness) has 
been placed next to Mr. RANDALL, who was 
probably given this Chairmanshtp because he 
was the leading contestant for the Speaker- 
ship. ‘The trouble abont organizing the Mil- 
itary Committee without placing a Confeder- 
ate General at the head of it has been solved 
by making Gen. BNN % Chairman, who was 
first elected from Cincinnati as an Independ- 
ent, who was in the War on the Union side, 
and who is a gallant sort of fellow. The 
Banking Committee, with Cox at the head, 
is said to be unquestionably in favor of sound 
money. The most dangerous indication is 
relative to the Texas Pacific Railroad raid, 
which, with Raypauu at the head of the Ap- 
propriation Committee, and Lamar at the 
head of the Pacific Railroads, will probably 
get a full hearing for its monstrous subsidy 
scheme. A good selection was Homan as 
Chairman of the Committee on Public Build- 
ings and Grounds. Illinois has two Chair- 
mmanships—Morrison the leading one, and 
Ew on War Claims; and, after a diligent

as important as the of the Em- 
peror of China would be upon this subject. 
Members of Congress, and newspaper corre- 
spondents, and the small politicians and 
gentlemen of the lobby at Wash- 
ington, are accustomed, every four 
years, to exercise their talents in 
President-making; but, unfortunately, the 
Conventions rarely, if ever, select the man 
named at Washington. The people have a 
way of their own in making Presidents, and 
that way is not the way they have at Wash- 
ington. It is safe to predict, in ninety-nine 
cases out of one hundred, that no man named 
in Washington for the Presidency can be 
elected, or even nominated. 


A BIT OF HISTORY. 

Hexry Reep, ex-editor, well known in 
Ohio and other Western States, publishes in 
the Washington Gazette an account of the 
history of the intrigue to place the Demo- 
ratio party on a soft-money platform. The 
shibboleth of the intriguers was, ‘‘ There is 
but one god, and Wasn McLean is its 
prophet.” The god was the rag-baby. The 
intrigue began in the spring or early summer 
of 1868, when Rub was nominally editing 
the Cincinnati Euguirer. He says that its 
originator, a prominent farmer of Illinois, 
came to him and said that the people of the 
Middle States were wild for unlimited green- 
backs; that the winning cry of the campaign 
would be “more money”; and that the 
Democrats must take it up before 
the Republicans did. It was to be 
incorporated into the platform to be adopted 
at New York. Pxrxpizeron would then be 
nominated for President, and McLzan would 
be his right-hand man, and distribute the 
spoils of victory. Rerxp, who, judged by his 
own account, acted with great sagacity, 
warned his interlocutor that the Eastern 
Democrats would not enter into such a 
scheme, and that the result would be the di- 
vision of the party and its overwhelming de- 
feat. He told him that the cry for more 
money was an utterly mistaken one, and 
that he must know this to be afact. To his 
astonishment, his visitor promptly acknowl- 
edged that he did, bat went on to say 
that the delusion would have to run its 
course; that it was bound to carry the 
country ; and that the Democracy might as 
well ride into power upon the tidal wave. 
Would Reep help them by coming ont 
boldly in the Enquirer in support of such a 
scheme? Keep would not. With his pre- 
dictions of Democratic defeat, the interview 
ended. 

This story is not an improbable one, 
despite the depravity which it reveals. It 
shows, if true, that a knot of desperate in- 
triguers resolved to commit their party to a 
mad and dishonest scheme, in which they 
themselves had no faith, but with which they 
thought the masses could be gulled. 
The success of their is matter 
of history. They put & semi-repudia- 
tion plank in the platform, but Szrmovr 
stood upon it instead of Pznxpirton, and 
platform and candidate were buried under an 
avalanche of Republican votes. The con- 
spirators, unable to learn anything, tried sub- 
stantially the same plan this year. They ex- 
pected to carry Ohio and make their Govern- 
or or some other greenbacker the Presiden- 
tial candidate of the party. Their plots 
again failed. McLzawn should be satisfied by 
this time that it is not his function to play 
Warwick in American politics. He may 
sometimes make candidates in Ohio, but he 
can never make Presidents for the United 


States. 
THE “CATHOLIC WORK LD” AND THE 
PRESIDENTS SPEECH. 

The President’s Des Moines speech, in 
which he alluded to the school question, has 
recently received one strong Roman Catholic 
indorsement, which is in striking contrast 
with the abuse which has been heaped upon 
him by the Freemans Journal, the Boston 
Pilot, and other Ultramontane Catholic jour- 
nals, and the charges so recklessly made by 
the same journals that President Grant is at 
the head of an anti-Catholic secret order. 
These papers, however, and others like them, 
are fanatical and religiously partisan. Their 
opinions are based upon prejudice, and their 
statements are made in the heat of the 
moment. With them, as with all other parti- 
sans, tirade and personal abuse take the place 
of reason and argument. Fortunately, the 
settlement of the school question will be in 
the hands of thinking, reasoning people, 
both Protestants and Roman Catho ics, 
which will exclude journals of this ciass 
from exercising any influence upon the ulti- 
mate disposition of the question. The rav- 
ings of this class of journals can safely be 
dismissed in comparison with the calm, 
thoughtful, philosophical review of the Pres- 
ident’s speech by the Catholic World, a montb- 
ly journal, which represents the intelligence 
and scholarship of the Catholic Church, and 
has always been noted for the fairness and 
candor with which it treats all questions, 
whether religious or otherwise. The general 
tenor of the review is a thorough and hearty 
indorsement of the President's speech, a dec- 
laration that the Catholic Church will be per- 
fectly satisfied with his sentiments upon the 
school question therein expressed, and that 
all good Catholics can consistently follow his 
recommendations in the fullest degree. The 
article is written in such excellent temper, and 
with such manifest sincerity, that we repro- 
duce a few of the salient points. After con- 
ceding to President Grant remarkable success 
as an independent statesman, the writer 
says: 

Those who may differ from bim in political con- 
victions, or who may retain a partiality for some of 
bis less succesafal competitors for the highest prize 
of military glory, and even those who go so far as to 
question his greatness—all must admit that he is a 
true American, formed and molded by the events in 
which he has moved, and truly representing the 
country and thetimes, We are disposed, therefore, to 
attach the fullest importance to his words, whether 
spoken officially or from the convictions of his heart, 
and to ponder them respectfully and thoughtfully. 

And this is followed by the following un- 
conditional indorsement : 

Trying as hard as we can to lash ourselves into fury, 
trying to fancy ourselves insulted, by representing to 
ourselves that the head of this nation has gone out of 
his way and abased his dignity, im order to cast an as- 
persion at a large and respectable class of the com- 
munity, we are forced to give it up, and to lay dowa 
our pen, for we find nothing in the oration with which 
we are in the least disposed to take issue. On the 
contrary, we are prepared to goin our tribute to the 
burst of appisuse which echoes through the land, 
We are convinced that, if it meets with the attention 
which it merite, the country at large, and Catholics in’ 
particular, will treasure the “Des Moines speech 
among the “ Sayings of the Fathers.” Like Wasatna- 
TOX’s farewell, and Werstxr’s mighty peroration, and 
LINCOLN’s noble and pathetic inaugural, it will pass 
from the vulgar atmosphere of party strife into the 
pure and serene empyrean of immortality, 

This is praise from Sm Hunt. The 
writer, however, does not stop with this gen- 
eral indorsement, but analyzes the speech 
sentence by sentence, and finds that the prop- 
ositions enunciated by the President with

What a bitter rebuke these words of the President 
contain for that party, emall and contemptible in 
itself, but powerful by reason of the times, which has 
ever sought to widen the gulf between us and our 
true-hearted countrymen! It is not enough that we 
should be estranged by the traditions of 300 years, It 
is not enough to whisper into the popular ear every 
stale and loathed calumny, It is not enough to bring 
our holiest rites and beliefs into the obscene literature 
now circulating amongst the depraved youth of our 
country. It is not enough te drown with a thousand 
noisy, insolent tongues every attempt we make at ex- 
planation. It is not enough for this malignant, perse- 
cuting power to drop ita poison into every crevice of 
our social and religious system, from the parlor to the 
sewer, from the temple to the lupanar; but the nation 
must be organized against us, Our religion must, in 
some way or other, be dragged into politics, For 
shame! we cry, with the President. In s country of 
such varied religious beliefs as ours, there ia buf one 
way to order and peace—“ keep the Church and State 
Forever separate.” 

The peroration—if we may so term it—of 
this article is so remarkable that we make a 


liberal extract from it: , 

“ Language,” according to a great diplomatist, “ was 
given to man that he might conceal his ideas. But 
this maxim has never been accepted by honorable men. 
In examining thus briefly the Des Moines speech,” 
we have followed that other canon of criticism which 
requires that words shal) be interpreted in their literal 
sense as far as possible. Submitted to this just criti- 
cism, the language appears to us immortal, and worthy 
of the high place which is even now being prepared 
for it. Some may marvel, and may wender how the 
President came to be filled with so high a degree of the 
prophetic spirit, Like Bataam, the son of Bron, he 
was expected to curse us; unlike BaLaaM, he was not 
stayed, but rather urged on by the faithful servant 
with whom he previously conversed, But there is no 
mystery about it. He has grown up with the instincts 
of a true American, and he has spoken accordingly. 
Not only are the words on which we have commented 
true, but they are in accordance with sound Catholic 
principles. We are ready to take him at his word, 


and his words in their true meaning. To those who 


will Jom us we say, without disguise or reserve: 
“ Gentlemen, you will never regret having trusted us, 
and dealt fairly with us, according to the laws and Con- 
stitution of this country.” We beheve with the Pres- 
ident that, if the only honest meaning of his language 
be as honestly carried out, the battles which created 
the Army of the Tennessee (which, by the way, 6 
Catholic General once commanded and in whose ranks 
hundreds of Catholic hearts bled)—we believe, we say, 
that these battles “ will not have been fought in vain,” 
The children of the soldiers of the Union will at least 
be the peers of those whom their fathers overcame. 
The nation’s heroes will not look down to see their 
heirs defrauded of equal rights in the Union and the 
free institutions for which they died.” The President 
will yield to his comrades in arms at least as much as 
he is so ready to accord to his late opponents. And as 
for our countrymen throughout the Union, we are 
prepared to wait, trusting that, when fully enlighten- 
ed, they will agree to our obtaining, independently of 
all political agitations or party organizations, our just 
and equal rights as American citizens, 

We have in the above extracts presented 
the salient points of this remarkable review, 
and we commend them to our readers as a 
temperate, thoughtful, and scholarly dis- 
cussion of the subject, entirely free from 
narrow prejudice and sectarian dogma 
Especially remarkable is its declaration that 
the Church and State must be independent 
of each other, and, in discussing this point, 
the writer goes beyond what we have quoted 
in declaring that the Church cannot enforce, 
interfere, or even influence, secular education 
with any color of right. We have frequently 
referred to the manner in which the liberal 
tendencies of the age are pervading the 
Roman Catholic Church, and that, while the 
Church still retains her ancient forms and 
ceremonies as important parts of her working 
machinery, they do not have the meaning 
that they had even half a  centary 
ago. This review, emanating from so high 
an authority as the Catholic World, is a sig- 
nal instance of the truth of this declaration. 
It shows that men of thought and influence 
in the Catholic Church stand upon the same 
plane with conservative men in the Protest- 
ant Church upon these questions, and, as 
their solution rests jointly with men of this 
class, the ravings and abuses of religious par- 
tisans, without respect to denominational 
character, may be calmly disregarded as not 
affecting the matter in any degree. 


THE WORTH OF A DOLLAR. 

The Chicago oracle of the worshipers at 
the shrine of the rag-baby has delivered it 
self of an utterance on what constitutes a 
„dollar.“ The law of Congress, which it 
speaks of as the /aghest authority in the land, 
has decreed it to be a piece of paper with an 
image stamped thereon, and therefore it 
says: It makes little difference, so far as 
the real issues between the bullionists and 
the scrip advocates are concerned, whether 
a greenback is said to be worth 86 cents or 
100; tt will buy just as much in one case ae 
the other!” The Supreme Court of the 
United States seems to differ from the rag- 
baby oracle as to what adollar actually is 
A dollar note,” says that tribunal, is an 
engagement to paya dollar, and the dollar 
intended is the coin dollar of the United 
States,—a certain quantity in weight 
and fineness of gold and silver, authen- 
ticated as such by the stamp of 
the Government.” When Tus Tame 
speaks of a dollar, it means a dollar, such as 
the Supreme Court has defined it in conform- 
ity with national and commercial usages the 
world over,—just as the Englishman means a 
certain weight and fineness of gold when he 
speaks of a pound sterling, or a German 
when he speaks of a thaler or a florin, ‘or 
a Frenchman of a franc or Napoleon. It 
is evident that the rag-baby organ does not 
mean this sort of a dollar, but a dollar note. 
A dollar note is only equivalent in value 
with a dollar—that is, a certain weight and 
fineness of gold authenticated by Govern- 
ment stamp—when it is exchangeable at any 
time and convenient places with a gold dollar. 
Otherwise it is only worth the rate it is taken 
at in exchange for valuable commodities. 
To-day it may be worth seven-eighths of a 
real dollar, tomorrow only three-fourths, and 
80 On. 

The trouble is that the greenbackers, 
without any authority in law, precedent, or 
reason, eliminate all idea of worth or property 
value from the character of a dollar. If this 
were actually the case so far as the dollar- 
note is concerned, it would cease to be cur- 
rent. If Congress should repeal the act of 
last spring providing for the resumption of 
specie payments Jan. 1, 1879, and at the 
same time declare that greenbacks should 
nover be redeemed in gold,—and this is the 
theory of the rag-babyites, pure and simple, — 
then the only value which these greenbacks 
would have would consist in their character 
of legal-tender for past debts, contracted ona 
greenback basis. People who are in debt 
would buy them in to force them on their 
creditors, and for that purpose would pay 
something for them. This alone would give 
them value, which would gradually decrease 
as the debts should be discharged ; and, after 
they had lost their function in this respect, 
they would sink down to zero—cease to have 


pound. They would be worth less than the 
Confederate money to-day, which has, per- 
haps, some value to bric-a-brac collectors. 

When the assertion is made that, whether 
a greenback is said to be worth 86 cents or 
100, it will buy just as much in one case as 
the other,” is almost too absurd to be treated 
seriously. If a greenback is worth 86 cents, 
it will only buy 86-100 as much as a gold 
dollar; if it were worth 100 cents, it would 
buy just as much, Take away all promise 
and hope of its ever being redeemed in gold, 
and its worth—that is, what it will buy—will 
gradually vanish into thin air. If the rag- 
baby organ were offered gold to-day for what 
advertising it gets, it would sell its columns 
12 to 15 per cent cheaper than it does for 
paper dollars. Any man who offers it gold 
in payment for advertising will get 12 to 15 
per cent off his bill. 


ANOTHER ALLEGED OFFICIAL SCANDAL. 
The New York Sun is not the sort of news- 


paper which is entitled to much credit in 
charges made against Gen. Gnaxr's Adminis- 
tration which are not fully substantiated out- 
side of the Sun’s allegations. The malice of 
its editor has betrayed that newspaper into 
the most reckless charges against the Presi- 
dent and every person eonnected with him in 
either a personal or official way. We should 
not, therefore, refer to the latest official 
scandal put forth by the Sun, if it had not 
already been given currency by a part of the 
press of this city, where the chief parties in 
interest reside. The charge is, in brief, that 
Senator Loaay, Col. Frep Grant, and H. H. 
Honore, Col. Grant's father-in-law, used 
their influence with the President to secure 
the removal of a United States Judge in Col- 
orado, and appoint another person in his 
place, for the purpose of securing a decision 
favorable to a certain silver mine in which 
these persons had an interest. 

The Sun tells the story about as follows: 
The Pelican Mining Company was working a 
a silver lode on one side of a mountain, near 
Georgetown, Col., and the Dives Company 
began operations on the opposite side. The 
latter run a cross-cut into a vein claimed by 
the Pelican Company, whereupon the Pelican 
Company sued out en injunction against the 
Dives Company. Subsequently the Dives 
Company secured an injunction against the 
Pelican Company's going beyond a certain 
line. At the trial of these suits the Pelican 
Company is said to have been successful. 
But it seems that the case was reopened and 
is still pending. Meanwhile the Sun charges 
that Messrs. Locan, Hoxonz, and Frep 
Grant secured an interest in the Dives Mine 
on condition that they would use their infiu- 
ence to have the President remove Judge 
BELForD and appoint a man named Stoxx in 
his place. The Sun further charges that 


since Strom has been appointed he has. 


granted an injunction preventing the owners 
of the Pelican Mine from operating their own 
property, and has also given one of the Dives 
party possession of a mine belonging to an 
English con vy, which paid $500,000 
for it, 

We are in possession of no information in 
this case except the statement of the Sun, 
but in that statement we find a serious dis- 
crepancy, which considerably giminishes the 
probability of its correctness. It is that 
Judge Ben~rorp, whose place has been taken 
by Sroxx, did not grant the original injune- 
tions nor try the cases, but that these pro- 
ceedings came before Chief-Justice HALLxrr, 
who still holds his place. If there had been 
a combination to remove anybody on account 
of these cases, it would have been against 
Chief-Justice Hatzxtr and not against Judge 
BxLronp. In the next place, it seems that 
Judge Benrorp was not removed, but that, 
when his time expired, he was not re- 
appointed, but Judge Sronz was appointed 
in his place. For the rest, the case seems to 
be one of those intricate mining litigations 
which has not yet been concluded, so that it 
is not possible to assert with any certainty on 
which side the justice is. 

It is possible that Messrs. Looan, Honors, 
and Frep Grant may be jointly interested in 
a Colorado silver-mine, and we know of no 
law, written or unwritten, that forbids such 
a business association. But this fact, along 
with the other fact that Judge Stonz succeed- 


ed to Judge Beirorn’s place, does not oarry 


with it any presumption that these gentle- 
men influenced the President to bring about 
this change for their own purposes, especial- 
ly as another Judge had presided over the lit- 
igation in which they were interested. Mr. 
Hoxonx, who is a resident of Chicago, can 
probably explain the exact relations of him- 
self and his associates in this matter, and in 
justice to the President he ought to do so.

CASSELL’S SHAKSPEARE. 

A new edition of Shakspeare, undertaken in 
a proper spirit and with the means necessary to 
the successfal completion of the work, is an 
event of some importance in the literary world. 
Messrs. Casseti, Perren & Garin, No. 596 
Broadway, New York, are now issuing in parts 
an odition which promises to meet the conditions 
mentioned. The parts are supplied to subscrib- 
ers only. Ten numbers have already appeared. 
Tbe beginning is made with the comedies, of 
which The Tempest,“ The Midsummer Night's 
Dream.“ The Two Gentlemen of Verona,” 
“The Merry Wives of Windsor,” ** Measure for 
Measure,” The Comedy of Errors,” Much 
Ado About Nothing,” Love's Labor Lost,” and 
The Merchant of Venice,” have thus far been 
published. All these plays are profusely illustrat- 
ed with wood and steel engravings, each being 
supplied with a frontispiece of more than or- 
diary merit as a specimen of the engraver’s art. 
The text is liberally—perhaps too liberally—an- 
notated. We do not understand that there is 
any pretension to original investigation on the 
part of the editor. The notes are mainly in the 
nature of a glossary, and they are very properly 
arranged at the bottom of each page, thus say 
ing the reader from occasional perplexity or the 
necessity of turoing to the back of the volume 
for the explanation of an obscure word. The 
letter-press is generally free from aefects, and 
for typographic excellence the book may chal- 
lenge comparison with any ordinary editions of 
Shakspeare now extant. We like the unpreten- 
tious manrerin which the publication is being 


work for scholars, bat it is what we 
have long sought—a popular, correct, 
and beautiful edition of Shakspeare. It is cal- 
culated to do good wherever it goes, if only it is 
properly appreciated. A publishing-house can- 
not undertake auy task more deserving of public 
encouragement than the popularizing of Shak- 
speare. Such a task, we believe, Messers. Cas- 
SELL, Perren & Gauri have uodertaken in this 
instance, whether consciously or not; and we 
wish them all success in the effort.

Further developments in the mysterious mur- 
der case recently reported from New York con- 
firm the suspicions cast upon the man Rontx- 
rm. The facts of the case may be briefly 
sumed up into a connected story thus: Tues- 
day night, Dec. 14, the body of a Jewish girl, aged 
19, waa found in a cornfield at East New York. 
It was subsequently identified as that of Saran 
ALEXANDER, an unmarried sewing-girl. Exami- 
nation showed that at the time of her death she 
was far advanced in When the 
finding of the body was reported to ber friends, 
a male cousin of the murdered girl, named P. F. 
Remmers. reported that he had dreamed of 
ber death after her disappearance, and that the 
circumstances of his dream tallied exactly with 
those reported by the police. Suspicion fell upon 
this dreaming cousin, aud he was arrested. 
When confronted with the body, and asked to 
look at the fearfal gashes which the knife had 
made, he fell back with a scream, and hid his 
face in his hands. He was then taken to jail. 
It has since been found that his boots exactly 
cerreepond to footsteps discovered in the corn- 
field where the murder took place, and a young 
girl testifies that she sold the knife with which 
the murder was committed to Ruznixsrzemux. The 
kuife was easily distinguishable by a peculiar 
defect in its conetruction. The most curioas 
fact connected with the murder is, that the 
friends of the girl, on learning of her shame, 
said, without reservation, that they were glad 
she was dead, and expressed sympathy only

for the man held on a charge of murdering her.

When he makes his repor:, we shall 
know whether Livingstone’s hypothetical Lake 
Kamolonda has any existence save in the imag- 
ination of Livingstone’s native informants, aud 
whether the West Lualaba, which has no better 
claim than Lake Kamolonda to a place on the 
map, is au actual or an imaginary river. It is 
— probable that Cameron has passed through 
the country of the dwarfs, for Schweipfurth 
gives us reason to suppose that the little folks 
are found some distance south of the equator. 
Doubtiess he has met with other and equally 
strange races of men. The stories of tribes of 
African dwarfs, and of savages with tails, have 
been scoffed at by anthropologists ever since 
people became sufiiciently civilised to decline 
to believe anything contrary to their personal 
experience. But we now know that the story of 
the dwarf nation was true, and it is not abso- 
lutely impossible that Cameron may have found 
that tho story of the people with tails has some 
foundation in fact. 

The field of African exploration which, twen- 
ty-five years ago, was so vast and so alluring, is 
now reduced to narrow limits. There are but 
two problems left for solutiop. We have vet to 
know whether Tanganvika connects with the 
Albert Lake, and io discover the mouth of 
Schweinfurth’s Welle. The unexplained full- 
ness of water in Lake Albert, and the steady set 
of the current northward in Tanganyika are two 
facts which it is exceedingly difficult to explain, 
except on the supposition that the latter lake 
discharges into the former. That a part of the 
waters of Tanganyika flow through the Lukuga, 
not the Lualaba, does not render it absolutely 
certain that the lake has mouths and its priuci- 
pal outict at the north. Cameron found the 
current in the Lukuga so slight as to be hardly 
perceptible, and it may be that Tanganyika only 
tinds an outlet in that direction at high water,— 
just as Lake Itasca, tbe real outlet of which is 
the Mississippi, flows over into the Red River of 
the North during the spring freshets. This 
question has, probably, before this time, been 
finally set at rest by Stanley, and, in case the 
latter hears of the success of Cameron before he 
undertakes—as was his original p se—to de- 
scend the Lualaba, it is more than probable that 
he will turn his attention to the Welle and finish 
the final task of African exploration, by descend- 
ing that mysterious river to its mouth. If he 
does 80, we venture to predict that the Welle will 
prove to be not the Shary, as Schweinfurth im- 
agines, but the Ogowai, and it is earnestly to be 
hoped that Stanley's efforts will be turned in 
that direction in time to save him from the now 
useless risk of following the path that Cameron 
has explored. 

Owing to various circumstances, Cameron un- 
dertook his journey down the Lualaba without 
the support eitber of the English Government or 
of the Royal Geographical Society. When he 
reaches home there is no doubt that this appar- 
ent but unintentional neglect of the gallant ex- 
plorer will be more than atoned for. The recep- 
tion given to Speke and Grant will be eclipsed 
by the reception which Cameron has so richly 
deserved, and, if he does not receive the title 
which was so worthily bestowed upon Baker, he 
will be known in history as the Ney of African 
explorers,—tbe bravest of the brave.

THE KINZIE TRACT. 


A Long-Pending Claim to Chica- 
go Lands Finally Set 
at Rest, 


Suit Brought in the Name of the Heirs 
of Murry McConnell. 


The Tract. in Question Situated at the 
Mouth of the Chicago River. 


And Is Now-Occupied by the Northwest- 
ern Railroad Company. 


Secretary Chandler Decides that the Company 
Has a Legal Title. 


Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 
Wasurnetox, D. C., Dec. 20.—Secretary Chan- 
dler has decided the application of the heirs of 
Murry MoConnell for a patent to the North 1¢ 
of the South N of fractional Section 10, ‘own 
39, North Range, 14 East, in Chicago, adversely 
to the heirs and in favor of the present occu- 


pants, who are grantees of Kinzie. It was stated 


in these dispatches some weeks since that the 
claim was regarded at the Interior Department 
as speculative, and that it had been taken from 
the musty archives where it had been sleeping 
for nearly a quarter of a century by spec- 
ulators who. deceived the President into 
making an indorsement upon the papers 
which resulted in the reopening 
of the cases and present decision. These dis- 
patches were attacked on account of that state- 
ment. The exhaustive and able report of Solic- 
itor Gaylord, which is 
FULLY APPROVED BY SECRETARY CHANDLER, 

shows how well founded that statement was. 
Secretary Chandler says: A comparison of 
transcript with original papers discloses the fact 
that important documents in the case have been 
omitted from the former.” Secretary Chandler 
adds: The gentleman who presented the trans- 
cript to the President committed the gross error 
of failing to first verify the truth of his senti- 
ment as to its contents.” The lawyer for the 
defenge in this case stated that this transcript 
was presented to the President by ex-Senator 
Pomeroy, of Kansas. Pomeroy appeared in the 
case before the Department. He, with E. C. 
Ingersoll, of Illinois, and Wilson, formerly of 
the Land-Office, were mainly instrumental in 
reopening this old case aiter its long sleep. 
Secretary Delano’s decision, which Chandler re- 
verses, aided them. | 

The decision of Secretary Chandler will doubt- 
less forever set at rest the claims of all specula- 
tive adventurers upon the Kinzie tract. It is 
not unlikely that a similar decision as to State 
claims will be rendered should the speculative 
cases under the Drummond-Porterield scrip 
ever be brought to a hearing. x 

The following is the full text of the decision: 

Sm: I have considered the application of the heirs 
of Murrey bicConnel] for the issuing of a patent upon 
Certificate No, 3,808, issued June 1, 1836, to Murrey 
McConnell, of Morgan County, III., for the north half 
of the south half of fractional Sec. 10, in Township 30, 
north, Range 14 east of the third principal merid- 
ian, in the State of Litinois, presented to the President 
and by him referred to the Secretary of the Interior 
on the Iich of August, 1876, with instructions to 
make such examination aud take such Action 
in his opinion justice and equity demand. Fractional 
Sec, 10, above mentioned, lies on both sides of the Chi- 
cago River ut its mouth, and is bounded on the east by 
lake Michigan. It was surveyedin June, 1421, and 
the plat of the survey was duly certified in Novem- 
ber, 1822. The area of the section was 159 T¥-100 
acres, of which 102 27-100 acres were north and 
57 62-100 acres south of the river, although by an 
arror in computation, the area of the portion north 
of the river was originally sold at 107 84-100 acres. 
This error was discovered and corrected on the plat 
prior to 1831. ‘The entire tract north of the river was 
surveyed as one parcel, but the greater part on the 
west line of the section was fixed, and the quarter line 
extends upon the plat east to the lake, This line was 
marked with a hyphen or conventional mark to desig- 
nate that the entire tract should be sold as ome parcel, 
which indeed was the only way possible, there being 
no separate computation of the area of the parcel 
divided by the quarter line. The land was 
entered in the Palatine Land District from 1821 until 
February, 1831, when the Danville Lend Dietrict was 
established. It remained in the latter district until 
June 26, 1844, at which date the Chicago Land District 
was esiablished, and it included the premises in ques- 
tion. In 1828 Robert A. Kinzie took up his residence 
on that part of the section lying north of the Chicago 
River, and cultivated the same in 1829; was in posses- 
sion of it May 29, 1830,and,on the 7th of May, 1531, 
he appeared before the reguler Receiver of the 
Land Office at Palatine, and made proof of his pre- 
emption under the act of Congress of May 19, 1830, 
and entered at that office the lot or north portion of 
Sec. 10, containing 102 29-100 acres, for which he paid 
the price of $1.25 per acre, taking a certificate and re- 
ceipt therefor in due form. Kinzie continued in pos- 
session of the entire tract, jai! out in lots that part 


ruary, 1886, procilamaticn 
was made by the Peesident that a public 
sale would take place at Chicago, commencing on the 
15th of June, 1835, for the disposal of the public lands 
within certain limits, excluding the alternate sections 
reserved to the State of Ulnvis under the act of March

Murray McConnell ascertained 
at the Chicago d-Oflice that several hundred acres 
of land in Chicago and its vicinity, including the Kin- 
zie entry, and estimated by him at thé time to be 
worth $600,000, bad, through the changes in land dis- 
tricts above mentioned, been irregularly entered, and 
on that day he apptied at said office to purchase 
the same. re Registrar and Receiver, conceiving 
it to be their duty under the tenth section of the act of 
Congress of May 10, 1800, permitted the entries to be 
made. That section provides that if any person ap- 
plying for any tract shall, notwithstanding the receipt 
of information from the Register that the same has 
already been applied for by another person, insist upon 
his application, it shall be the duty of the Register to 
enter such application, noting that the tract is already 
purchased, The part of Sec. 4 covered by the Kinzie 
purchase was entered by McConnell in two parcels in 
accordance with the plat as it then appeared, that 
lying between the quarter line and the Chicago River, 
described as the North ¥ of the South & of Bec.

INDIANA’S INSANE, 
Annual Report of the Superintendent 
of the State Hospital. 

Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune, 

InpranaPouis, Ind., Dec. 20.—The twenty- 
seventh annual report of the Commissioners and 
Superintendent of the Indiana Hospital for the 
Insane was filed to-day. The Commissioners 
report the institution in good condition, and 
accomplishiag, so far as the limited accommo- 
dations permit, all the purposes for which it was 
established. The Superintendent’s report for the 
year ending Oct. 31 shows the following statis- 
tics: Number of patients in hospital at the com- 
mencement of the year, 482; number since ad- 
mitted, 438; total nu. ber treated, 920; of these 
253 were discharged cured, 14 are considered 
improved, 51 not improved, 47 died, and one is 
reported not insane; number remaining, 554.

EXTENSIVE FRAUDS. 
Special Diapatch to The Chicago Tribune, 

Toprca, Kan., Dec. 20:—A startling fraud upon 
the State Treasury has been discovered. The 
Treasurer has resigned, and the lawyers are busy 
preparing the facts for thecourts. It seems 
that some days ago about $17,000 of bonds pur- 
porting to bave been issued by school districts 
in certain of the northwestern counties were 
purchased here by the Commissioner of the 
State School Fund, and it turns out upon investi- 
gation that they are forgeries. The State 
Treasurer, Mr. Lappin, who is one of 
the Commissioners, says the bonds came 
to him dy mail, but his explanations 
of the circumstances are of such a suspicious 
nature that Gov. Osborn has demaoded his 
resignation, and it bas been furnished immedi- 
ately. Upon Lappiu's resignation the Governor 
took possession of the Treasury, and the funds 
in the vaults are being counted. Tbe Attorney- 
General has retained Peck & Ryan of this city 
to assist in the legal unraveling of the matter. 
A civil suit for the recovery of the money paid 
for the bonds will bo commenced against Lappin 
and his sureties, anda criminal prosecution 
will probably follow. The appointment of ‘Treas- 
urer has been tendered to John Francis, of 
Iola, who was Lappin’s predecessor, and who 
succeeded Hays, the Treasurer who resigned 
two yearsago under impeachment for 4 
practices in the use of the public funds. The 
fraud is one of the most berefaced that has yet 
been brought to light in the way of bond swin- 
dies. There is evidence strongly pointing to 
several outside in participating in the crime, but 
for various reasons it cannot yet be made pub- 
lic. The fraudulent character of the bonds was 
first discovered by the Hon. T. H. Cavanaugh, 
Secretary of State. The prompt and decis- 
ive action of the Governor in the matter 
is warmly commended, and be declares that 
nothing shall be allowed to interfere with the 
swift and thorough investigation of the whole 
transaction, and of the affairs of the Treasury 
generally. 


THE LATEST EXPRESS ROOBERY. 

Sr. Lovis, Dec. 20.—It is pretty definitely 
ascertained that the amount of money obtained 
by the express robbers Saturday morning was 
$3,000. Had the robbery been committed be- 
fore the train reached Mexico, Mo., the 
amount would have been much larger, as it 
would have included all Western remittances to 
Chicago.

WHAT HE CLAIMS TO KNOW ABOUT CBOOKED 
WHISKY. 

Diepatch to the Concinnati Gazette. 
Wasuinoron, D. C., Dec. 19.—Ex-Judge C. T. 
Garland, who was, in 1871, United State Dis- 
trict-Attorney of the Western District of Lens, 
makes a communication to the Boston Herald, 
which has excited considerdble attention on :ts 
arrival to-night. He states that in 1871. as 
United States Attorney, it was his duty to prose- 
cute some cases against a Whisky Ring of great 
political mfluence, one of the parties indicted 
being Lieut.-Gov. Flanegan, son of tho ex-Sen- 
ator of that name.

In the dry-goods market there were no changes de- 
serving mention. Aside from a few lines especially 
adapted to the holiday trade there was extreme quiet 
and values were again quoted steady and uniform, 
The grocery market was quiet in most departments.

NATIONAL RESPONSIBILITY FOR STATE 
DBIS. 
To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune : 
Cuicago, Dec. 18.—In your editorial answer to 
my inquiry regarding national respousibility as 


connected with State debts, you dispose of the 
question very clearly 8 far as itis likely to 
bear practically. But, without altogether evad- 
ing the point, permit me to suggest that you 
scarcely entered into its moral aspect and con- 
sequences. Tne United States, to a certain ex- 
tent, justly claims that, in its dealings with 
other nations, it has always acted on strictly 
moral principles; tbat. for instance, instead of 
seizing additional territory oy force, it has ac- 
quired by purchase or equitable agreement ; 
and, in short, that it occupies, altogether, 
a higher plane of civilization, freedom, honesty, 
and other virtues, than the effete aud rapacious 
despotisms of Europe, or the scarcely-civilized 
Governments of other parts of the world. Can 
anyone deny that all this is not claimed on be- 
half of the Federal Government? I speak pot 
of individual States, whose reputations vary con- 
siderably. 

Now, take the hypothesis of, say, a seaboard 
sovereigu State having borrowed money abroad 
for State uses and purposes, —tbe legality of 
such loan being perfectly clear and above dispute. 
So far all is clear. The foreign creditors, believing 
in the honestyand pecuniary resources and ability 
ef the State, have advanced large sums of mon- 
ev, for which bonds or other legal youchers have 
been granted. But, ere long, by word or deed, 
or both, the debt is repudiated. The creditors, 
finding themselves helpless, there being no 
court of justice having jurisdiction over their 
debtor, apply to their owa Government for as- 
sistance. That Government applies to the Fed- 
eral Government, and is civilly informed that 
the debt is exclusively an affair of the individual 
State, with which the Federal Government has 
po concers and no authority. Well, what can 
the foreign Government, as  represent- 
ing the creditors, do? They cannot justly 
goto war with the whole United States for a 
debt contracted py one individual sovereign 
State. Moreover, it would be unjust and unfair 
to such foreign Government to have to contend 
against the whole for a debt due by one. If the 
whole are to enter into a contest, then the whole 
should be debtors; and, if so, then the debt 
would be paid, for the Federal Government does 
not repudiates its debts. 

Failing, however, any settlement in that way, 
let us suppose that the foreign Government, 
after exhausting every effort to obtain satisfac- 
tion, should send sa frigate to the delinquent 
State, and thereby enforce payment of the debt. 
[Tennessee is the State which is repudiating 
her interest. How could a foreign frigate 
enforce the payment against that State? — Ep.] 
What then? Would it not be doing perfectly 
right ? Did not the dishonest State need such 
a lesson? At first there woula bea burst of 
excitement through the land, but soon the sober 
sense of all honest men would be, that the affair 
was just what was needed to teach a lesson, and 
that the country would be all the better for it. 

Your illustration of the Federal Government 
and individual States, under the personation of 
a father (Tue Traisune did not say a father] and 
his somewbat wayward sons, 1 think, helps 


out may idea. No doubt the “old man” 
would refuse to pay his wild boy's 
debts; but, if the son had property of 


his own, the father wouid, if honest, never ob- 
ject to the son’s just debts being paid there- 
from, even though by execution. He would 
rather say, Ddn t ask me to pay his debts; he 
has money of his own to pay with. Go and 
make him pay up; he is the debtor—not I.” 

So, then, interference without natural assump- 
tion of State debts would, I stil! think, be con- 
trary toto the moral principles of American 
government, law. and*historical reputation. You 
infer that foreigners have a remedy ia their own 
hands, by refusing to lend to repudiating States. 
This may be too late. But bow can they always 
know beforeband? A State hitherto of honest 
reputation might be tempted by the force of 
neighborhood and bad example, and, borrowing 
on its good credit, end in successful-repudiation, 
unless there be some effectual remedy. I know 
of none under the present Constitution, unless 
that of external force. Respectfully, 

THomas COURTENAY. 

There is nothing in all this which meets the 
objection that foreiga Powers can have no dip- 
lomatic or political communication with the 
separate States of America. Any hostile dem- 
onstration on the part of a foreign Government 
against any State of the Union would necessarily 
cause the Federal Government to resent and 
punish the aggression. War would be declared 
against such pation very quickly. All foreign 
nations know this. Hence they never attack any 
State. 

Repudiation, o? course, is disgraceful and in- 
jurious to the State which is guilty of it, aod in- 
flicta far more pecuniary harm on its peo- 
ple and their credit than what can be gained 
by the dishonest act. But Congress has 
no constitutional authority to sacsume the for- 
eign debt of any State, and levy taxes on the 
people of the United States to raise the money 
to pay it; nor can the National Government 
permit any foreign Power to wage war against 
any State for any reason whatever. The Nation- 
al Government alone manages all international 
questions. The only thing “foreigners can dois 
to wait until the defaulting State comes to her 
right mind, and settles the debt upon such terms 
as may be mutually agreed upon. To undertake 
to coerce a State by force of arms would simply 
amount to war against the United States.

THEY WANT REPRESENTATION. 

Last evening the colored Republican voters of 
the Second Ward held a meeting in Union Hall, 
No. 328 South Clark street. Mr. William John- 
son presided, and Mr. Edward McCabe acted as 
temporary Secretary. 

President Johnson tendered his resignatiag as 
presiding officer of the former club. Mr. Mitch- 
ell was then chosen temporary Chairman. 

Mr. Johnson moved that a Committee of three 
be appointed on resolutions. Carried. 

Mesar. L. B. White, Dr. J. W. W. Washing- 
ton, aud John Carter were appointed the Com- 


mittee. 

Mr. William Baker spoke briefly after the 
Committee had retired, and said that there was 
already a Central Republican Club in the coun- 
try, aud that the colored men needed no other, 
as the Central Club had delegates sent to it 
from all the wards, without regard to color and 
nationality. He thought, however, that the 
colored men needed a secret club in each ward 
to protect themselves. The colored people ought 
to be united, as the Republicans cared but little 
for them, and the Democrats dida’t care any- 
thing for them at all. Be thought they ought 
to be united in order to accomplish something.

They were not re- 
ceiving their just deserts, but they should rise 
up in their might aud demand their rights. 

The Committee on Resolutions then reported 
as follows: 

Wuereas, It is incumbent upon all citizens to par- 
ticipate in the political affairs of the community of 
which they form a part; and, 

WHEREAS, We see in the immediate future the ne- 
cessity of a concerted action among our people asa 
class; therefore, 

Resolved, That we sink all personal and political in- 
terests and form a Club, for the purpose of exercising 
a judicious influence upon our future political ac- 
tions, 

Resolved, That welook u the Republican party 
as the embodiment o political equality, and do ree- 
ommend it to our people for their support, and to that 
end we organize a Club for the purpose of centralizing 
our vote in its favor. 

Mr. Baker spoke against the resolutions, which 
were discussed for over an hour, when he moved 
that they be laid on the table, which was lost, 

The resolations were them read * when 
Mr. Johnson moved to amal the third, so as to 
read. That we look upon the Republican party 
as the embodiment of political equality, and do 
recommend it to our people for their support 
during the ensuing Presidential campaign.” 

The amendment was discussed at some length 
apd was finally carried. 

The resolutions were then adopted as amended.

A LOYAL BRITON. 
WHY MR. BAXTER SUED GEN. HAMMOND. 

A suit in trespass for assault and battery, 
with damages laid at $5,000. was begun Saturday 
afternoon by James Baxter in the United States 
District Court against Gen. J. H. Hammond, 
President of the City Savings Bank. The suit 
was brought in the Federal Court, as Mr. Baxter 
claims to be a loyal subject of Great Britain. A 
capias was issued but no service was had until 
yesterday, when Gen. Hammond appeared and 
gave bail. The complainant was formerly a 
member of the Board of Trade, and after sus- 
pension therefrom made various unsuccessful 
efforts through the courts to get restored. 

THE CIRCUMSTANCES 

on which the writ and arrest were made are 
rather peculiar, and are thus etated by Gen. 
Hammond: Baxter came into the office of the 
City Savings Bank, on the corner of Washington 
street and Fiftn avenue, on the 12th of December 
and demanded recognition of a certificate of 
stock which he had. The officers of the bank 
declined to accede to his demands, because the 
party to whom the stock had originally been as- 
signed had paid nothing on it, and therefore 
the certificate was of no value. 

Baxter returned to the bank Dec. 15, and 
again demanded that the certificate be recog- 
mized. The bank officers again refused, and re- 
ferred Baxter to Obadiah Jackson, counsel for 
the bank. Baxter refused to see Jackson about 
the matter, but insisted that the certificate be 

On this the President of the bank 
refused to talk any further on the subject, say- 
ing that it was the lawyer's business and not his. 

At this time Baxter was standing at the door 
of the President s private office, perhaps 6 feet 
from him, and a little behind. Suddenly he 
rushed into the room toward Gen. Hammond, 
saying in a loud voice and with much excite- 
ment. Lou are a dd foot! you area —— 
—— fool!” These words he repeated several 
times as he went toward the sitting President. 

As socn as the latter beard the words and saw 
the accompanying action he jumped up, and, 
after falling over his waste-baskeit and upsetting 
his chair, he 

CAUGHT BAXTER BY THE COAT, 

thrust him into the outer office, and shook him 
vigorousiy. As he forced him toward the door, 
the pair came into proximity to the window, and 
Gen. Hammond picked up the wmdow-stick and 
struck Baxter one or two hearty cuffs on the 
head or shoulder. he is not posiuve which. The 
stick broke in the operation, and Hammond 
threw his antagonist from him, when the latter 
said. If you are a man, throw down your 
stick and fight like a man. 

Gen. Hammond then threw down bis stick, and 
advanced toward Baxter. when the latter put his 
haod into his coat as if to draw a pistol, but the 
President at once seized him by the collar, say- 
ing, It you draw a pistol, I'll thrash the ground 
with you.” 

Baxter denied having a 1 and Gen. Ham- 
mond said: Tou should be careful how you 
pretend to have a pistol, when you do not have 
one, for how could I tell whether you might not 
have had a weapon?“ 

At this Baxter fired up again, and said, 
“You're a liar, ad—d, infernal liar,” and Ham- 
mond 

AGAIN COLLARED HIM, 
when he promptly retracted all he had said by 
declaring, I take back all I said—everything,” 
to which Gen. Hammond replied. Then I am 
sorry that I hit you,” and turned away. 

He had hardly gotten turned around when 
Baxter sung out to him again. You're a liar—a 
d—d infernal liar; hit me if you dare, and I'll 
make you pay for it.” 

This was near bringing on another war, when 
Baxter said that he was not a fighting man, and 
after afew words both parties fel! to chatting, 
when all at once and abrupt'y Baxter said. 
was sick yesterday and I can prove it, and sat 
down on the gas meter. 

Gen. Hammond then brought out a chair from 
his private office, and gave it to Baxter, asking 
him what ailed him. The latter replied that be 
had had a bilious attack, and that his head felt 
sore. On examination, - 

A SMALL BRUISE 

was found about the size of a bean. Shortly 
thereafter Baxter said he was ek. and was ac- 
commodated with a rest on the porter’s bed, and 
Dr. Isham was sent for. On his arrival he ex- 
amined Baxter and pronounced that nothing 
ailed him, and a few minutes after the sick mau 
became suddenly well and went away. 

It appears from other sources that Friday, 
Baxter went before the Grand Jury in the Crim- 
inal Court and attempted to procure an indict- 
ment against Hammond, but failed. He then 
went tothe United District Court Saturday and 
swore that he was a subject of the Queen of 
Great Britain, and on that affidavit got out the 
capias referred to. It was the evident intention 
to have the accused party arrested so late Satur- 
day night that he could not get bail until Mon- 
day, but this feil through.

To-day the trial of the indicted judges of elec- 
tion of the Twentieth Ward will begin in the 
Criminal Court. So far no convictions have 
been bad on the indictments. In the case of 
the Fifth Ward judges, the case was a clear one, 
and it is generally believed that they 
escaped conviction only through a process 
which of late has become a Science 
with certain attorneys, aided bv certain 
officers of the law.

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LOCAL LETTERS. 
LEGAL HONOR. 

To the Editor af The Chicago Tribune 
CMO, Dec. 20.— In one of your late issues, 
in an article referring to Tweed and his lawyers, 
you touched on what appears to be one of the 
great evils of our country, and one for the cor- 
rection of which I hope to see you agitate with 
your usual force. The prostitution of the law 
to the furtherance of all kinds of iniquity 
touches all citizens more than almost any other 
evil, and unless remedied it must eventually lead 
to anarchy,—everyone taking the law into his 


own hands, 

The tone of honor amongst lawyers appears to 
be lower than in any other respectable calling. 
What cause could be brought to a lawyer, in 
which ninety-nine out of a hundred would not 
take either side for money regardless of right or 
wrong, using all kinds of quibbles and technicali- 
ties to free his client, or help him defraud his op- 
ponent, which if a man in any other profession 
or calling should do he would be called a scoun- 
drei and a villain? What else is a lawyer but 
receiver of stolen goods when he defends a 
notorious thief or robber, taking the very money 
stolen in pay for his efforts? We see the pro- 
fession so utteriy debauched that David Dudley 
Field is an adviser of men and their accomplice 
in stealing a railroad, and with Judge Comstock 
aiding and abetting for years the most notorious 
thief of the country in retaining the immense 
amount he has stolen, taking, however, a very 
large share of the stolen plunder for their re- 
ward. What better is such a man than the poor 
creature who prostitutes her body for the means 
of living ? It appears to me worse, far worse, 
She does it to keep body and soul together; he 
merely to add to his gams. if a mau can go to 
his lawyer for advice to how best to steal and 
keep a railroad,.why cannnt he goand advise 
with him how best to commit a robbery or mur- 
der and escape punishment, until De Quincey’s 
Murder Cousidered as a Fine Art will be no 
longer a joke, but a ghastly reality. 

This want of bonor in the profession of law 
extends even further. The men whom we elect 
for Judges are necessarily of the legal profes- 
sion, and by the practice of that profession are 
so continually looking for quibbles and techni- 
calities to heip thar chents, that when elected 
to the Bench they are unable to see much of 
anything beyond such quibbies, which have little 
or nothing to do with the real merite of the case, 
making the collection of honest debts almost an 
impossibility ; so.much so that many men do not 
try to collect by law what is due them, preferring 
to lose their property to going to law to collect 
it, knowing that, saying nothing of the loss of 
time attending to it, the lawyers’ fees and ex- 
penses will probably eat up the amountif they 
succeed in collecting it, with a great chance of 
their being beaten in a suit. 

Again, the effect of this want of honor in the 
lecal profession leads directly to the commission 
of crime. What burglar or bank-robber but 
knows that if he gets the booty be can almost 
certainly keep from punishment as long as he 
has any money to buy a lawyer? So much 580, 
that it has become the almost universal practice 
to compound with the criminais if they will re- 
turn part of the plunder. How long is it since 
a noted legal firm in this city actually acted as 
go-betweens for the thieves who had stolen 
county record books? I never heard of any 
action being taken by the members of the Bar or 
Bench to disbar them for such a procedure, and 
accordingly suppose it must be in strict accord- 
ance with legal honor, and perhaps considered 
a smart transaction.

guilty or innocent, and not to let him free on ac- 
count of the smartness of his lawyer,—free 
to return, emboldened, to his evil life, and to en- 
courage Others to crime by the impunity with 
which it may be committed. 

Amongst the able men in the legal profession 
here there must be some who will, if aided by 
the press and public opinion, take hold of the 
question of legal-reform, one which affects all 
men more than any now before the public.

HURD'S REVISION. 
To the Editor of The Chicaage Tribune : 

Curcaeo, Dec. 20.—Should H. B. Hurd be 
elected Supreme Court Judge on account of his 
services in revising the statutes ? The revision 
is generally conceded by all lawyers to be a great 
failure. I wish to point to but two gross mis- 


takes. 

First—He has had repealed the married wom- 
an's law of 1861 and has given nothing in its 
place, (See Revised Statutes of 1874, Chap. 68, 
Sec. 9. Also Chap. 131, Sec. 425.) So that to- 
day the statutes of Illinois leave the common 
law in full force, and the husband by virtue of 
the marriage takes the entire personal property 
of the wife, be it $1,000 or a $100,000. (See 2nd 
Vol. Bishop on Married Women, Sec. .) The 

ple of the State of Illinois, relying upon Mr. 
urd, have gone back to the middle ages. and 
woman is again made the slave of her busband 
so far as his rights to her — held by her 
at time of marriage are concerned. 

Second—By the chapter on conveyances, Sec. 
& Mr. Hurd bas so changed the law that almost 
every quit-claim deed executed since July 1, 1872, 
will operate as a warranty The words 
„grant. in, and sell,” when taken together, 
by virtue of the old statute, imply a covenant of 
warranty. Mr. Hurd in his revision makes either 
one of those words imply a warranty of the title, 
viz; that the grantor was seized of an indefeasi- 
ble estate in fee simple. 

Now let every lawyer look at his blank forms 
of quit-claim deeds, and unless it be the statu- 
— form he will find the word sell“ used; 
and hence every deed sent out since July 1, 1872, 
containing the word sell imports @ covenant 
of warranty. A great many people who have 
executed deeds to correct some technicality, or 
for any purpose, will find themselves moat effect- 
ually ** sold.” 

These mistakes and arbitrary changes in the 
statutes, as revised by Mr. Hurd, are but as a 
drop in the bucket. Piease do not elect Mr. 
Hurd on account of his services in revising the 
Bialutes.
